S it is natural for every one to love his own Country,fo it 
is not furprifing that Men fhouldfo much concern them- 
felves to {hew the Antiquity, Glory and Independency 
of their Nation. °Tis that generous Motive that has 

lately induced a Learned Gentleman to publifh a Book to vindi- 
cate the Sovereignty and Independency of the Kingdom of Scot- 
land, and ’tis the fame Motive that has obliged the Author of this 
Book to rake into the Rubbifhes of Antiquity, to prove that Poland 
was never fubject to any other Empire, but has always been a 
Free and Independent Country. This Task has been very diffi- 
cult, ashe owns it, for want of Antient Writers of that Nation: 
for as to Foreigners both Germans and others, they are, fays he, 
fo partial, that they deferve little Credit on this Point. 

The firft SeGion explains the Words, which fignity a tributary 
Country,and then lays down two Significations of Tribute , the firft 
which he calls proper, always implies Mark of Subjection, and 
Acknowledgment of Superiority : but, fays he, when the bare 
Word Tribute is mentioned without any thing elfe, it has a Sig- 
nification smproper, and never imports Subjection as the other. 
He illuftrates this Diftinction by feveral Examples, and then tells 
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us what are the Signs of a Tributary Country in the proper 
Senfe, viz. when the Power of making War and Peace is taken 
from them, that fome Marks of Subjection are impofed upon 
them, that they muft admit Foreign Garifons, and have not the 


Liberty of denying the Paflage of J roops over their Territories, 
La 


and the like. ) | whl 
Inthe fecond Section the Author proves that the Poles are the 
Pofterity of the moft Antient Nation of the Sarmate, and the Pro- 
geny of the Henets and Venedi, who are not to be confounded 
with the Vandals, whofe Cuftoms are different from the Sarmati- 
ans. And becaufe fome Writers have faid that the Sarmatians. 
owe their Original to the Germans, and draw from thence an 
Inference that Poland was fubject to Germany, our Author fhews, 
1, That that Original is founcertain, that there is nothing to be 
built upon fo weak a Foundation, and 2. That fuppofing as they 
do, that Twi/cus the Father of the Germanick Nation, was alfo 
King of Sarmatia, it follows at beft, but that both Nations come 
from the fame Stock, and granting that the Germans could prove, 
which is more than they can, that they have on their fide the Ad- 
vantage of Primogeniture, this does not imply that the Sarmati- 
ans were their Subjects, all the Sons of aFree Father being equal- 
ly Free. Nor are thofe better grounded,who with Cranzius have 14- 
ferred that pretended Subjection from the frequent ufe of the Ger- 
man Language in Sarmatia, and have concluded from thence that 
the Poles were but a Colony of the Germans: for our Author 
makcs a very reafonable Diftinction on this Ufe, for there is one 
which he calls valgar and common, and the other a pablick One ;. 
this laft is indeed a Sign of Subjection, but the firft was never ta- 
ken for fuch. Then he proves that the German Language is but in 
ufe among the vulgar or common People, and that the Slavonian 
has always been the true Tongue of the Poles, alfo beftowing a- 
bundance of Learning and curious Inquiries to fhew that the Sar- 
matick Nation is the blefled Off- {pring of Faphet, born for Em- 
pire and not for Slavery ; and that having carefully avoided to mix 
themfelves with any other Race, they were never Subjects-or Tri- 
butaries to any other Nations. 
The third Section contains all the Monumerts that Hiftory can 
afford him concerning the Poles, fince the beginning of their 
Commonwealth to the time of Lechws, who is thought to have been 
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their firft Prince, according to the Order of the four Monarchies, 
beginning with the firft, and continuing his Obfer vations down to 
the fixth Century of the fourth. Hetells usthat Supiter Belus was 
the firft of the Affyrians Monarchs, who made War upon the Sar- 
matians, but that he could never conquer them. They were ve- 
ry quiet for fome time afterwards, Nsnus and Semiramis having 
carried their Arms into -d/a, but from that Period to Sar danapa- 
lus, he owns that there are no Monuments of any Expedition a- 
gdintt the Sarmatians, becaufe of the deficiency of Hiitory ; but 
he denies that any Argument may be drawn from thence againft 
their natural Courage and Bravery, and lefs ftill againft the Li- 
berty and Independency of their Country. 

He afterwards relatcs the unfortunate Expeditions of the 
Greeks and Perfians ceainit the Sarmatians, and then comes down 
co the Remans. Thetr Expeditions againft the Northern Nati- 
ons were very fcarce, fays our Aucho., during the time of the 
Corimon-wealth. Then fulius Cefar was fo much bufied in Civil 
Wars and others, that he had not time enough to invade the Sar- 
matians. Auguffzs indecd beat theme! of the Banks of the Da- 
nubé, but he went no further; and if they made him fome Pre- 
fents, ic was not for a Mark of their Subjcction, but only fora 
Sign of their Friendfhiptoliim. Domitian was very unhappy a- 
gainft them. In fhort, none of the Roman Emperors did pene- 
trate into Sarmatia, no not Trajan himfelf, tho Extropins relates 
that he’took under his Protection a Sarmatian King, for this was 
to make a Treaty of Confederacy with him, and not to make him 
a Slave. ‘M€atcus Antoninus Pius took a greater Care to defend 
the Empire than to inlargé its Bounds ; and as to 44, Antoninus the 
Philofopher, tis true he did his utmoft to reduce Sarmatia in- 
toaProvince of the Roman Empire, but did not fucceed in it as 
Julius Capitolinus relates it: and Maximin afterwards had no bet- 
ter Succefs again{t them according tothe fame Author ; fince that 
time the Forces of the Empire decreafed apace under the following 
Emperors, till Predis rouzed their Spirits again. This great Man 
invaded the Sarmatians, who under the Reign of his Predecef- 
fors, had poilefled themfelves of feveral Countries, and gave them 
fuch Overthrows, that they were forced to retire into their for- 
mer Territoci¢s : our Author owns it, but he denies that this Dif- 
graceimplies any Subjection. They were again defeated by Dio- 
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clefian and Conftantins, but they preferved their old Seat and their 
Liberty. The War that Conffantine the Great made upon them, 
had aloof the fame Iflue, and here our Author exclaims againft 
the Malice of thofe Writers who fay that King Raufimodus being 
kil’d, the Sarmatians became Subjects of the Romans: For, fays 
he, this Raufimodus was vot King of the Sarmatians, but only Chief 
of the Goths; and befides, who ever heaid that when a King is 
kill'dinaFigic, that h.s Kingdom becomes spfo fatto fubject to his 
Enemy ? 

* He takes then under eximination the Account Marcelinus gives 
of the Victory Conflantius got over the Sarmatians, and proves 
Out Oo: Zoft ous’s Relation, that arcellinus is fallen into a Mi- 
ftake, fince that People whom Coenjtantius overthrew were the 
QOuadi Tis true that fome Legions of the Sarmatians havin 
made at that time an Incurfion into the Territories of the Roman 
Empire, were defeated, and this doubtlefs has given occafion to 
Marcellinus’s Account ; but nothing can be inferred from thence a- 
bout their Subj-Ction, no more than from the Sirname of Sarmati- 
cus thatthat Emperor aflumed, which is rather a Proof of his Va- 
nity than of any thing elfe. The Sarmatians were not fo low, 
but that fome time after they poflefled themfelves of a Part of the 
Pannonia and Afefia but Valentinian gave them fuch Overthrows 
that th. y were torced to fue for Peace, but without any Mark of 
Sibj ction. They had feveral Wars under Arcadins, Honorius and 
Lec, wiih their Neighbours, and ferved for Money, butat laft be- 
ing weary of the perpetual Fatigue and Toil of War, they re- 
turned into their own Country, viz. Poland, where they have 
‘hota ever ince, without having been conquered by any other 

athlon. 

The fourth Se€tion begins with the examination of the fabulous 
St ry of Lechus, whom fsme Hiftorians fay to have bcen almoft 
contempoi ary with Noab, and thata little while aftcr the Flood, 
he came into Bohemia and Poland from Croatia or Pannonia, Our 
Author confutes all thofe idle Tales, and tells usthat it was about 
the Year 550. that Lechus made that Voyage, and that under his 
Reign and ais next Succellors, the Common- wealth of Poland was 
very flou:thing , but his Potierity being extinguifhed, he owns 
that it fell into a great decay under the Govirnment of twelve Pa- 
latines, till Cracus reftored it to its former State. This Cracus Prince 
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of Poland, and not of Bobemia, as fome Authors have written, 
left only a Daughter named Wenda, who after a profperous Ad- 
miviftration, precipitated her felf for Superftition into the River 
Viftula, and left the Kingdom without Succellor. I'welve Paia- 
tines were again elected, and under their Government the 
Hunni, Marcomani and Germans attempted feveral timesto con- 
quer Poland, but they were fo vigorouily repulfed by Preiiflaus 
the I. that they were forced to defiit without having got any con- 
fiderable Advantages over them. Thefe foregoing Obfervations 
our Author has been forced with an incredible lrouble to dig 
out of tle Rubbifhes of thofe dark Times, but now he comes to the 
greateit Difficulty, having to encounter almoit all the German Hi- 
ftorians in a Body. : 

They write unanimoufly that Poland became Tributary to the 
Empire about the 84 Century, but the Learned Schultzins proves 
very diftinétly that the Poles are not to be confounded with the 
Siavi, whom Charfes the Great conquered and made Tributary : 
and as to the Hiftory they make of Lechus ll. whom they fuppole 
to have been killed by the Emperor Charles, he fheweth their Mi- 
ftake, and that their Story is either ameer Fable, or elfe mutt 
be applied to Thxfco the chief of the Oborrite, whom Charles did 
kill. Ludovicus Pins undertook nothing againit the Poles, and ra- 
ther loit hisown Country. Ludovicus Il. made indeed an Expe- 
dition into Sslefie, but it was rather for propagating his Religion, 
than for extending the Bounds of the Empire. Thofe Hiltorians 
are no lefs miftaken when they fay that he conquered Raftslis King 
of the Poles, fixce our Author makes it plain that he was King of 
Moravia, and that there was never a King of Poland of that 
Name. He tells us on the contrary that the Affairs of the Poles 
did mightily thrive at that time. Moravia and not Poland was 
made [Tributary under Arnulpbus, and then Ludovicus Ill. and 
Conradus dying very young, there was nothing tranfacted under 
their Reign in which Poland was concerned. 

The Acthor fheweth in the fifth Section that his Adverfaries 
have nothing in Hiltory to countenance their Fiction from the 
time of the Emperor Henry the !. firnamcd the Hawker to Henry 
the lil. that is trom Mieczeflaus I. to Cafimr the Firft King of 


Poland: for Henry the I. .conquered the S/avz, but not the Poles. 


The learned Conrsngins has endeavoured to prove out of —~ 
| | that 
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that the Poles were defeated by the Emperor O#to the I. and that 
Mifico their King made him Homage, and obliged hintfelr 6 
pay Tribute to the Empire , but here we find a Learned Diflertas 
tion wherein it is proved that that Au/rco was not King of Poland, 
but chicf of the Slavs commonly called Lizcav:ki. He fheweth 
further that that Part of the Hiitory of Orrothe If. which con- 
cerns Poland, is fo uncertain that nothing can be built upon it, and 
that another A/yico whom they fay to have been fubdued by Orto 
the III. is an imaginary Prince, and not Miccxefleaus then King of 
Poland. Boleflaus Chrobrus who fucceded him maintained the War 
againft the Emperors Ostothe Ill. and Henrythe II. but he was 
fo far from being conquered that he obtained many great Victo- 
ries over them , and f{uppofing he had been forced at laft to fue 
for Peace, which is not true, yet 1t does not follow that he owned 
himfelf their Vaflaland Tributary. Dzthmarus who by his mi- 
ftake his given oceafion to this Objection, has confounded Boleflans 
King of the Poles with Boleflaws King of Bohemia, and. Bilugus 
Chief of the Obsrrite. : x 
Then he comes to examine the pretcnded Voyage of the Em- 
peror Orto the lll. into Poland to vilit Adalbert?s Sepulchre, in 
which he was fo kindly entertained by Bole/lans, thatas ’tis faid, 
the Emperor gave him the Titleof King. Our Avtior weighs all 
the Circumftances of that Journey, and fhews by many Argu- 
ments that the whole Tale, or at leaft the greateft Port, isbuta 
Fiction ; but that fuppoting it were true, this would be no Proof 
againit the Freedom of the Poles. He owns che Imprvdence of 
fome Hiltorians of his own Nation, who have faid the: the Em- 
peror did free Boleflaus from the Tribute, fince Poland was never 
Tributary tothe Roman Empire, and that the Contri verfies be- 
tween the Emperors and that State were never concerning Poland 
it felf, but about fome Provinces in Pofleflion of the Poles, which 
had formerly been a Part of the Empire ; and if there be any 
Troth in the whole, “tis very likely that the Emperor then re- 
nounced his claim to the fame, and this thofe Hiftoriaps have im- 
prudently called to free him from Tribute. He denies. that the 
Snperor Orrodid make any Function of the Royal Power in Poland, 
and chat the Archbifhop of Magdebsrgh did receive in his Name 
the Oaths of Allegiance from the Bilhops and other Subjects of 
that Commoa-wealth. He then:mufters many ftrong Arguments 
to 
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to invalidate the Evidence of Wippo, Godofredus of Viterbo, Orto 
of Frishingen and Afutius, who have related that A&fico I. King of 
Poland and next Succeilor to Boleflans, was conquered by Conrad 
the If. Emperor of Germany, and that Poland then became Tri- 
butary of the Roman Empire. 
- The fixth Section begins with an Account of that War of Con- 
radagaintt Aeczeflaus Il. King of Poland, of which our Author 
gives a very different Relation: for he fheweth that Conrad was 
very unfuccefsful in that Expedition. He then relates the Refto- 
ration of Cafmir to his Throne, and of the Denier the Poles 
obliged themfelves to pay yearly to the Pope, as alfo to cut their 
Hair fhort and wear it as Monks do, in memory of the kindnefs 
they had received from the Pope, who at their Requeft had ab- 
folved Cafimir (who was thena Monk and Deacon) of his Oath, 
Vow and Profeffion. Our Author doubts the Truth of the Sto- 
ry, and then fheweth out of Dabravius, that Cafimir alone obli- 
ged himfelf to-wear his Hair fhort as I have faid, and denies that 
that Denier paid yearly to the Pope, fhould import the Force of a 
Tribute, fuppofing the Account weretrue. Other Writers have 
drawn a ftrong Inference againft the Poles from the War that 
Henvy\V. declared againft the Bobemians upon account of the In- 
curfions they had made into Poland; for {ay they, if Poland had 
not been Tributary to the Empire, what need had the Emperor 
to concern himfelf fo much for it ? Scbaltzins anfwers that Boleflans 
the II. firnamed the Hardy upon account of his great Actions, 
was never fubdued by his Enemies, and that the Conclufion of 
that War the Hiftorians fpeak of, is an invincible Argument a- 
gainft them, for Henry himfelf was the Mediator and Arbiter of 
the fame, which the Bohensians had never confented to, had the 
Poles been his Subjects, He laments the Fate of Boleflans, tho 
he became unhappy by his own Fault, having been excommu- 
nicated by the Pope, for his having murdered Stansflaus Bifhop 
of Cracovia. The Author leaves tothe Reader to judg of the 
Juftice of that excommunication, but fays he if this bea blot to 
the Poles, it becomes very ill the Germans to infift upon ic 
feeing their Empire has been more than once branded with the 
fame. 
Uladiflaus the 1. fucceeded his Father Boleflavs the Hardy, but did 
not take the Title of King, but only of Prince of Poland, not fays 
Schultzins. 
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Schultzius for fear of the Pope or of the Emperor, as fome Ger- 
man Writers fay, but only becaufe the Name of King was then 
very odiousto the Poles; and this was a very wife Reafon, the Ti- 
tle of Prince importing as much asthe other. This begins the 
feventhSeétion, and afterwards the Author anfwers the Hiftori- 
ans who have related thatthe Emperor Henry the LV. gave Po. 
land to Uva's/laits King of Boheinta, {hew] 3 plainly that the Em- 
peror gave only S#efia, which tho then iuij ct to Poland, never 
made part of the fanie. Hedenies that Henry the V. had any War 
witli the Poles upon account oi the Pribuce th... reiuled to continue 
to pay, but,owns that their King or Prince pid ! iibute and made 
Homage tO Lotharins for the Countries of Poin:rania, and the 
Iflaud of Augen, as it is expreily faid in the Initimmeit of the fame 5, 
but this argues nothing egainft Poland. Toucloie cits Section, he 
pafles a fevcre Centure upon the Hiltoriins he writes againft, 
charging them with Malice and ignorance, proving that they have 
confounded Ulaaiflaus the Pole, and Uladiflaws the Bohemian. _ 
The eighth Section contains the unfuccefsful Expedition of Wen. 
favs King of Bohemia againft the Poles at the Solicitations of the 
Emperor Albert, and how he was obliged to give over his Defign, 
Viadiflaus Lotticus havinz defeated him before he came to the Bur- 
Gers of Poland. The fame Prince afterwards invaded Bohemia, 
becaule John King of that Country took the Title of King of Po- 
land. Cureas and fome other Writers fay, that Cafimir Son of 
Lotticus made a Peace about the middle of the fourteenth Century, 
with the King of Bobewsa, by which he made a Ceflion of all 
his Pretenfions on Suefia, and the other renounced his Claim to 
the Crown ot Poland , but Schaltzins difowns fuch a Treaty, and 
fheweth it had been void, becaufe the Prince of Poland had not 
Power to part with Siefta without the Confent of the States, which 
he cou!d never have obtained, the King of Bobeméa giving nothing 
for an Equivalent but a Chimerical Title. The Glory of the Kings 
of Poland, which bad been for fome time eclips'd, appeared again 
about that time, and Premuflaus reallumed the Title of King. 
_The ninth Section contains the Right and Pretenfion the Kings 
of Poland had upon Praja, which he derives from the War Bo- 
Jeflans Chrobrus made upon that Province about the beginning of 
the Xl Century, to avenge the unjuft Death of Adalbert, and the 
Cruclty of that Nation againft the Chriftians. The Prufians in- 
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deed under Afeczeflaus the Il. attempted to break their Fetters, 
but they were again reduced uncer the Refzns of Bel /lacs the th. 


Uladifians the J. and Bolcflaws Wl. As the detre of Liberty is ne- 
tual, the Prajians having tourda favovrable Opportunity, took up 
Arms again to fhake of the Yoke off the Poles, who were forced 
to call tothir Affiftance the Knights o: the Tevtonick Order,who 
afterwards proved a great Pieggue to them. He difpares about 
the Lawfulnefs of that Action, and maintcins that Conrad Duke 
of Afafovia madea Treaty with thofe Knights, by which they en- 
eag<d themfelve; to make a War upon that barbarous Nation, 
and that as foon as they had conquered them, they would refiore 
tothe Poles the Palatinate of Calm, and that their Conquefts fhould 
be divided ad bonorum virorum Arbitrium:, and laftly that they 
fhould attempt nothing againft Poland. Butthat Yreaty was foon 
broken by the Avarice of the Croifes, whofe Proceedings were con- 
demned by a Decree of the Pope, notwithftanding the Solicitati- 
ons of the Emperor Lemss the lV. to the contrary. hey foon 
after rencwed the War, and invaded Lithuania, but they were 
defeated by Uladiflaus Fagello, and in fhort thcre was a Peace con- 
cluded inthe Year 1436. The Treaty was again violated, andthe 
Crofes ravaging Preffia, the Inhabitants reclaimed the Protection 
of Cafimir King of Poland, which occafioneda War of 13 Years 
when a Peace was concluded, by whicha Part of Pruffia remain- 
ed in the Pofleffion of the Poles, and the reft in the Pofleflion cf 
the Knights, upon condition that they fhould be Valials and pay 
Homage to the Crown of Poland. Some time after Albert of 
Brandenburgh could not obtain Peace, but upon Condition that 
the Order of the Croifes who had been fo troublefom to the Poles, 
fhould be totally abolifhed in Prujfia; after which Sigi/mund the I. 
made Albert Duke of Praffia, and it was agreed that the faid Duke 
fhould enjoy that part of the Country which is now called Du- 
cal, rhaking Homage of the fame to the Crown of Poland, and 
that he fhould have the firit Place in the Senate. Since that time 
the Kings of Poland have enjoyed the Royal Prufia, and the Ele- 
ctors of Brandenburgh the Duca! under Homage, till the Ycar 
1657. that John Cafimir King of Poland did quitit in the Jreaty 
of Peace concluded between him, and Frederick Wiliam Elector 

of Brandenburgh, and fince they poflefled it in full Sovereignty. 
Thus the Sesds of War between Poland and Germany were re- 
Rrer move 
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moved by the extirétion of the Order of the Croifes. The tenth 
and lait Section ccntains an Account of the Wers Betwoen the 
Poles, the Yartars and Turks, and proves ihat Pelacd was never 
Tributary to thofe ba:barous Nations. Vis true that under the 
Reign of Séi.sfmundthe HI. the Turks demanded Tribute of the 
Poles, but it was vigorouliy refufed, infomuch that fome time af- 
ter an honorable Peace was made with them. The Tartars de- 
manded the fame thing of Yebn Cajimar, but it was denied. The 
Author owns that Atichael Wicznewiskt agreed to pay a yearly 
Tribute tothe Turks, bit the States of the Kingdom refufed to 
ratify that Treaty, and b: Idly afl.rted their Right and Liberty 
under the Conduct of John Sudiesky, then Great Marefchal of the 
Crown, who gavethem Batul near Chocim, in which about thir- 
ty thoufand five hundred Turks were killed upon the Spot. They 
came then to a Treaty of Peace which was concluded in the Year 
1677. by which Caminseck remained to the Turks, and they re- 
nounced the Tribute A4ichael had promifed them. That Peace 
lafted to the Year 1683. that John Sebiesky now King of Poland 
marched to the Rilief of Vienna, then betieged by the Turks, 
who being inraged to have been forced to raife the Siege by the 
Valour of that Monarch, invaded his own Dominions. This 
occafioned a League between the Emperor, the Pope, Poland and 
the Republick of Venice, and a fatal War, which |afts to this Day. 
The Author finifhes his Book by an Encomium of the great Qua- 
lifications of the King of Poland, and by an Account of his moft 
confiderable Actions. 

[t very little concerns an Englifhman to know whether Poland 
has always been a Free and Independant Conntry, or a Tributa- 
cyone, but the Learned confidering this World as a large Palace, 
and its various Countries as fo many Apartments, they don’t 
{corn to be acquainted with their Felow Lodgers, and to know the 
Hiftory of the Revolutions that have attended them.

HE Author of this Book having moft attentively meditated 
upon the Information which he had received from his Tea- 
chers, efpecially Harmefins and Overcamp, and endeavouring to 
bring his Notions into a certain Syitem, he found at laft that the 
Soul of all things, 7. Order, was wanting. He then thought 
it neceflary to confult fuch other Authors who had reduced Dif- 
eafes under certain Heads; but not meeting with the full Satif- 
faction he exp: ¢ted, he ventured to follow his own Genius, and 
after a {erious Meditation he has fo far fucceeded in contriving an 
Order for his Notions, that all Difeafes that are to be met with, 
are brought under four chief Diftempers, from which, as from 
a Spring, all others do flow. 

The firft Cardinal Diftemper is FEVER. To explain its 
Nature, our Author begins with the natural State of Animal 
Oeconomy, and fheweth that our Health does confift in the free 
Circulation of the Blood, and of all other Juices or Humours 
that derive from it, as alfo in the equal, or rather proportionable 
Mixture of all the Particles thereof, and their gentle Motion, not 
unlike that Effervefcency which is to be feen when fome few Drops 
of Spiritfof Vitriol are poured upon fome volatile oily Salt. This 
laid down, he alferts the Caufe of Fevers to be an ill Mixture 
of the Blood, and a diforderly Motion of the Particles thereof, 
whereby they don’t move in that Place, Figure and Number, 
as they do‘in a regular Fermentation, and are not joined together 
as they ought, but the Acid Particles are deftitute of the Spiritu- 
ous, Oily, and Terreftrial: Again,the f{pirituous and volatile Par 
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ticles are dcprived of, or parted from the Acid and from the 
Oily, ard the Sale Particles Lkewile from the Watry and from 
the Oily. From thence it followeth, that they are leparated one 
fron) another, avd lofe that amicable Concord which made them 
agree together before, fo that yonder lie the Acid, there the 
Saline, here the Oily, aad the Spirituous Particles in another 
place, al Of them hy themfelves. Of this diiorderly Mixture he 
reckons three Caufes, viz. A difordered Compreilisn, or crowd. 
ing of th: Particles, a Want of Syirits, and an Oppreilion upon 
the Spirits when they are in a manner chained up by other Parti- 
cles. Dr. Gladbach cores next to the eflential Sign of the Fever 5. 
which, {ays he, is a Pulle quicker than ordinary, and confutes thefe 
who think that fuch a Pulfe is an infallible Sign cf the Increafe of 
the Fermentation and Circulation of the Blood : Whereas tis the - 
contrary, for the Heart nceds thofe frequent Beatings for nothing 
eife than becaufe one alonc is not fufficient to turn cut of its Ven- 
tricle the Biood which is grown vifcous and thick. The Pulfe be- 
ing qu cker at the time of the Shaking, aflords a Conirmation of 
this Remark; for it cannot be imagined, that the Circulation of. 
rhe Blood fhould be then encreafed. 
Our Author explains in the next place the Symptoms of Fevers, 
and tells us, that the Cold and S/évering proceeds from the Ob- 
itrudtion which the fubtile Matter meets with in its Paflage 5 and 
ihat the Heat is occalioned by the fame Matter, when it begins 
to make it felf amore free and thorough Pallage. As for the In- 
termciflion, and the retura of an Ague, he fays, that tho the Blood 
after the bor Fit is over recovers almoft its former Mixture, how- 
ever in procefs of time the fame Blood grows again more vifcousy | 
and fo ob tracts the Pores.efpecially thofe of the Glandul!es, where 
the Juices or Humours being ftopp’d in their Pregrefs, they be- 
come sharper , and at lalt mixing again with the Blood, they oc- 
cafion ancther Fit. But becaufe thote Juices could not well cet ins 
to the blood, were they not preticd forwards by other Juices, a. 
certaia quantity of the fame is required for that, as a'fo a deter- 
inined time is required to feparste them from other Humours : 
and this he allerts to be the true Realon of the Parexyfws returning 
at Certaift times. 
The fecond Cardinal Difcafe is the SCURVY, which proceeds 
from arank and fuifocated Blood, vilcous Acid, vifcous Salt, or 
Acid. 
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Acid Salt; wherein fome kind of thofe Particles necefary for a 
betier Fermentation, (cfpecially the volatile) is wanting or de- 
preficd : whence tf comes to pals, that this Juice has but little of 
motion, and is not-volagilized or exalted as it ouglit, and there- 
fore grows rank, thacis to fay, contracts a lighe or besianing 
Putrefaction. The Caufe of the Scurvy procecds (accord ng to 
our Author) froma vitiated Air, acorrupt Dict, anda dilute or 
ali things that are natural. 

The third Cardinal D ftemper isa CACHEXY, or an ill Habir 
of Body, occationed by a Blocd thit is thick, viicous, acid, and 
fell of ill concoéted Particles : Aud the fameis twofold ; the one 
vifcous, and the other acid. The vifcous Particles obtain the up- 
per hand in the firft, and in the other the Acid predominate ; 
however, both kinds are.fo united together that they are fcarce to 
be found afunder. The Dilitrence between a Cachexy, or ill Ha- 
bit of Body, and the Scurvy, is, that inthe firft the Blood and all 
Humours deriving from it, are more vifcous ; whereas in the laft, 
the Spirits are more deprefled, and the Mixture more unequal. 
This Depravation of the Blood, as our experienced. Author proves 
it, comes from the fix natural things. 

The fourth and laft Cardinal Diftemper is a CATHARRH ; by 
which are meant Obftructions in divers Parts of the Body, which 
arife from outward Injuries, which made the Humours thick, and 
at certain times more than at others do mix them together in a 
diforderly Manner. Cold Air and co!d Drink are the chief 
Caufes of this Difeafe. 

From thefe four Routs, according to Dr. Gladbach, an unfpeak- 
able number of Symptoins, or particular Diftempers, do f{pring. 
I fhall take notice of the chief of them: 1. By the Fever, are oc- 
cafioned the Head-ach, Want of Sleep, Lethargy, Inflammation 
of the Brain, Delirium, Convulfions, Thirft, Truth, Lofs of Ap- 
petite, Naufeoufnefs, Vomiting, Loofenefs, Bloody-flux, Coftive- 
nefs, extraordinary Weaknefs, Unquictnefs, Small-Pox, Mea- 
zlesy Ge. 2. The Scurvy caufes Head-ach, Swimming of the 
Head, Apoplexy, Palfy, Convulfions, Stifinefs of Limbs, Stink- 
ing-Breath, Over-fpitting, Bleeding of the Gums, Loofe and 
Rotten Teeth, Palpitarion of the Heart, Want of Appetite, 
Canine Hunger, a Gnawing of the Stomach, Gripes, Coftivenefs, 
Loofenefs, Bloody-Qux, fixed and wandring Pairs in the Limbs, 
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Snots of various Colour and Bignefs, Ulcers, Itching, Confump.- 
tion of the Lunzs, Nocturnal Sweats, a Spontaneous Wearinels, 
and the like. A Cachexy, or iil Habit of Body, docs breed (be- 
fides fome Symptoms that it has in common with the Scurvy ) Me- 
lancholy, Melanchoiick Delirium, Madnefs, Want of Sleep, Fal- 
ling Sickneis, Catalip'is, Bleeding at the Nofe, Afthma, Palpita- 
tion of the Heart, Syncope, Lots of Appetite, Canine Hunger, 
Green-Sicknefs, Belching, Swelling of the Stomach, Rumbling in 
the Bowe's, Wind, Timpany, Incubus, or Night- Mare, Fits of the 
Mother, Droply, Stoppage of Womens Courfes, Overtlowing ot 
the fame, the Whites, the Gravel, and Stonc in the Kidnis and 
ladder, Difficulty of Urine, Diabetes, or Pilling Difeafe, Jaun- 
dice, Gout, Swellings of fevcral Kinds, Puitulls, Ulcers, Swelling 
of the Tonfills, or Quinfy, Ocdematous Humours, the Itch, King’s 
Evil, Cancers, and Scirrhes. 4. A Catharrh isthe Caufe of Hea- 
vinefs in the Head, Running at the Nofe, Head-ach, Convuliions, 
Apoplexy, Dropfy in the Head, Sorenefs and Inflammation of the 
Eyes, Noife in the Ears, imperfect Hearing and Deafnefs, the 
Tooth-ach, Quinfy, Pleurify, Cough, Spitting of Blood, Confump- 
tion of the Lungs, Palpitation of the Heart, Swooning, Lofs of Ap- 
petite, Squeamifhnefs, Vomiting, Cholera Morbis, Loofenefs, Cho- 
lick, Inflammation of the Stomach and Inteftins, Hiack Paffion, 
Strangury, Burning Fevers, and thofe called Lymphatick or Cae 
tharrhallr, Palfies, whether particular or general, Tumors, and In- 
flammations behind the Ears upon the Amigdals, or upon the Uvu- 
la, orelfe upon other Parts of the Body ; finally, the Gout, whe- 
ther fixed or wandring. 

Our Author having enumerated all thofe Diftempers, comes to 
{peak of the Cure of the fame, in which a Phyfician muft chiefly 
and folely have regard to the four Cardinal Difeafes by him men- 
tioned : His Study and Scope, fays he, muft be ro ftrike at their 
very Root, unlefs now and then he meets with fome prefling 
Symptoms, that require a fpecdy Abatement ; but he muft ufe a 
{pecial Care left the Cardinal Diftemper be exafperated, whilft 
the Mitigation of Symptoms is endeavoured. 

The moft general Rule our Author addids himfelf to, is to 
quicken the flow Circulation of Humours ; to raife the deprefled 
Fermentation of their Particles, to reftore the infenfible Tranfpi- 
ration which is ftopp'd , to break off, and attenuate the vifcous 
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Juices, and to take off the ed» of Acids: not fo much by gercfs 
precipiteting Medicines, whith ne.er can eradicate the Dilcale, 
but by volatil and {piritvous Ones, which may exalt, attenuate, 
refine that vicious Matter, or carry off the fame by infenfible 
Tranfpiration, or by Urine. He tells us belide:, that a Phytiian 
muit at all times, and cipectally in the Cure of the Scurvy a d Ca- 
chexy, take a fpecial Care of the Stomach and Parts adjoining ; 
and commends Vomits at the beginning ot the Cure, for feveral 
Difeafes: becaufe the crude Matter lod-ed in the Stomach and 
Parts adjoining, does often clude the Power of digefting and atte- 
nuating Medicines. To compafs his End, he recommends not ma- 
ny Remedies, but fuch as are choice and approved by Experierce : 
Amorgft the Anti-Scorbuticks, he highly praifes Overcamp’s 
Ebxir Vita, which he promifes to oblige the Publick with another 
time: Amongft the ttrengthning Medicines, he is for an Oil of 
Camphire prepared with the Root of Cinnamon, which might de- 
fervedly be ufed inftead of the Confection Alkermes and Hyacinth’s, 
Dr. Overcamp having cured one who was afflicted with a perfect 
Palfy, without any more ado than often ufing this Oil outwardly. 
Before all Diiphoreticks,onr Author prefers the Eaftern Bezoard, 
becaufe, as he fays, it very much exceeds the Virtue of ordinary 
precipitating Medicines, and may be moft ufefully mixed with 
Volatils. And as to Remedies again{t Cachexy, or an ill Habit of 
Body, he prefcribes fome Pils made of Gumms ; which he allerts 
upon his own Experience, to be exceeding good; afluring us be- 
fides, that his Father has conftantly made ufe of the fame with fo 
much Succefs, that he has cured many afflicted with a Cachexy, tho 
abandoned and given over by other Phyficians. 

Dr. Gladbach looking upon thofe Pills as an extraordinary Reme- 
dy, he has been fo generous as to oblige the World with the Man- 
ner of making the fame 5 and that very Reafon obliges me alfo to 
mention it, the Book being writen in Latin and fomewhat {carce.

HE Author of the Animadverfions on the Dean of St. Pauls 
Vindication of the Trinity, thought to have engaged the 
whole Antiquity in his Quarrel ; and yet here appears a whole 
Army of Fathers and School-men againit his Hypothefis, led on 
by a General who feems to have a great Experience, who is 
active and diligent, and improves every Opportunity to give his 
Enemy atotal Overthrow. 

Our Author divides his Defign into two Parts: In the firft he 
endeavours to give an Account of all the Metaphyfical Terms ufed 
in this Myltery of the Trinity , and as far asit is neceflary, of the 
Subtleties which the School-men have introduced in their Expli- 
cationof them. ‘* This he does by way cf Animadverfion on 
the nimadvcrter himfelf, and this, fays he, from adouble Rea- 
fon: Firit, in relation to himielf to convince him, if poflible, 
of his barbarous Treatment o: a Worthy and Reverend Perfon 
* for barely venturing ona new Expreflion in a Vindication of 





i ‘ thisfacred Article , the Piety of the Defign with all candid and 
: ‘ ingenious Readers would have atoncd for a much greater Erra- 
4 | ‘ sues For Three infuite Adiids or Stirvtts is capcble of an Ortho- 
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dox Expofition even in the Mouth of aSchoolman. Secondly, 
‘in relation to the Socszian Hiftorian, who, by his commenda- 
‘tion of the Animadverlions has adopted them for his own ; 
‘and from his own words is bound to defend them for an accu- 
* rate account of what the Church and Schools have taught in 
‘chis Myftery, or elfe confef that he has oppofed ( poflibly for- 
‘ fook ) the Faith of the Church and Schools, before he under- 
‘ftood either. Inthe fccond Part, not yet publifhed, the Au- 
thor will enquire more carcfully into that unconrelted Article of 
the Unity of God, being fully perfwaded that moft of the 
Subtilties, not to fay Perplexities, wherewith chis Article of the 
Trinity is too often obfcured, arife from want of a jult ttatiny 
of that firft Article of natural Religion, the Unity of God. 

This Difconrfe being full of Metaphytical Terms, befides the 
barbarous expreflions of the Schools, I fhail not take upon 
ine to give you the Analyfis of the fame, but content my 
{elf to tell you the Hypothefis of our Author. He aflerts, 
That Three Divine Perfons my be Orthodoxly ftiled Three Jn- 
fine Minds or Spirits; He pleads not however for the ufe, 
bur for the Orthodexne/s of the Phrafe ; In fhort, his Hy- 
pothelis is, that the Divine Perfons are Three diftinét Beings, 
whe-eas the Animadverter maintains, they are only three Modes 
of one Being. 

This Book was almoft printed when that Treatife, entituled, 
Tr ithei{m charg’d upon Dr. Sherlock’s new Notion of a Trinity, came 
out, and fo our Author could not take notice of it but in his 
Prefice 5 but he promifes to do it more largely. However, he 
makes feveral Exceptions, and I fhall mention this concerning 
that Title. ‘ltis very weak, fays he, to make an outcry about 
“a fingle Phrafe, how unufual foever, to charge it in the Title of 
‘a Book, with the odious name of Tritheifm, and in a Preface 
‘tothe two Univerfities, with Paganifm, with being New Chri. 
‘ftsamty: Determine the general @ucftion firft, and this latter 
‘concerning the Phrate of Three Injinite Atinds, will be folved 
‘of courfe. If Self confcioufnefs be a Perfonal Act, iv the term 
* Deus be terminus communis, (both which the Animeadverter has 
‘affirmed in exprefs Terms) then Ido here aver, and eng2ge to

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the muft at the fame time clear that expreilion of the Reverend

The belicf of the Trinity being a fundamental Point of the 
Chriftian Religion, it were to be wished, that in hand.ing the 
fame, Divines would fhew more Religion than they do, | mean, 
more Charity and Meeknefs, and ici Gail and Paliion; for now 
a days, it feems, Controvertes are rathcr private Quarrcis than 
any thing elle.

Evcr were Books of this nature fo neceflary as at this time, 

when Vice and Iniquity have overfpread the Land, and 
Men are grown to fuch a degree of Depravation, that at this 
day ‘tis in fome manner a Shame to be Holy and Religious ; yer 
fo neceflary is Holincfs to obtain the Felicicy of eternal Life, 
that the Scripture tells us politively, that without it no Afan (hall 
fee the Lord. Seeing then that this is an indifpenfable Condition 
in order to a blelled Life, igfollows, that to conceive falfe No- 
tions of Holinefs, placing it in things wherein it ought not to 
be placed, and to neglect true Holinefs, as an impracticable or 
anneceflary matter, and fo to go on inthis courfe till the Man 
comes to die, is a thing of the moft dangerous confequence 
in the World ; and therefore the Learned Author of this Book 
could not better beftow his Time and Labour than in treating 
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purpofely and fully of this Subject. The {cope of his Difcourfe 
may be reduced to thefe five general Heads. 1. Whercin the 
nature of true Holinefs does contift. 2. How poflible itis to 
attain unto it. 3. Whar meafures and degrees of it are re- 
quired of us. 4. Hownecvilary the practiceof itis. And 5. What 
are the proper means for us to ule, that we may acquire and 
perfect it. 

The whole Difcourfe is divided into 13 Chapters. The firft 
treats of the nature of Holinets, which in general conitits in a 
{tate of difcrimination, whercby a thing is ratfed in external 
Dignity above other things thai are of the fame titrintick nature. 
This Holinefs is called alio Holinels by,imputation , but the par- 
ticular, true, fabftantial internal, and pertonal HolinefS or 
Sanctity which is required of us Men in order to our everlafting 
Peace, confifts in a real feparation from Sin, and all manner of 
Evil. This Holtuefs may be confidered in a twofold refpect. 
1. With refpect to our outward Actions, and fo it is ftrictly 
called Holinc/s of Converfation. 2. With refpect to the difpo- 
fitions of the Mind, and fo it is diftin@ly faid to be Holinefs of 
Heart: Yo walk meekly and humbly 5 to be chafte, fober, and 
temperate in the ufe of God’s Creatures, and to exprefs ail o- 
ther Vertucs which concern ones more private Lifes to be peace- 
able and modeft, kind and candid, tender-hearted towards the 
Neceffitous, and faithful to our Friends, and in every refpect to 
do to other: as we our felvcs would be dealt with , but above all, 
to be ever mindful of our Duties in reference unto God, to adore 
and worfhip his Majefty daily, and to fhew our univerfal fub- 
mifion to his Laws aud Providence. Thefe and the like Holy Acti- 
ons are eJential to, and infeparable from an Holy Converfation ; 
and therefore to pretend to Religion and Sanctity, and atthe 
fame time to lead an ungodly and difhoneft Liic, muft argue 
either very great error in the Judgment, or very palpable Hi- 
pocrify inthe Mind, becaufe the notion of Holisefs, as we have 
feen, includes a real feparation from Sin, and a ftate of difcri- 
mination from tv:l-doers. The Holinefs of Heart coniifts in 
the fanctined Ditpottions of our Minds ; and as the firit imports 
a difcrimination of, dittance and frecdom from all] manner of fin- 
tual and corrupted Works. fo this Holinefs of Heart imports the 
{eparation of tue Soul from the malignity of evil Defires and 
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Affections, and the exaltation cf the Mind above the Power of 
them. From thence it follows, that we muft be univerfally Good, 
as Goodnefs is oppotcd to all immorality of Heart and Work ; 
and that the chiet bufinefs we have in this World, is to fee that 
our Hearts and Lives befuch as become Holinefs. The Author 
clofes his firft Chapter by two practical Interences, 1. That we 
maft have a care of depending upon things which are quite 
diffrent matters fiom truc Hotinels. 2. Thatevery one muft 
be careful to have true actual Hoiinefs of his own. The firft 
againtt the Papitts and other Superftitious, who place Hoiinefs 
not in rational Duties, but in ridiculous Performances , and fome 
others, who value themfelves only for their dead Faith, without 
minding mora} Duties. The fecond Inference Is againit fome 
Errors concerning the imputation of Chrift’s Righteoufnels : 
For there are fome People (tho of wicked Hearts and Lives) whio 
pretend to be Righteous, only becanfe Chrilt was fo; and that 
they are Holy, Meek, Jult, Chafte, and Charitable in him, tho 
they are altogether Strangers to thefe perfective Vertues. This 
firft Chapter being the ground of the whole Difcourfe, I have 
been forced to be longer upon it, than I intend to be upon 
the others. 

The fecond Chapter fhews in what fenfe Holinefs is poffible, 
and how the poflibility of it appears; for fecing that ail en- 
couragement depends upon the hope and profpect Men have con- 
cerning the fuccefs of their Labours, the firft confideration 
that naturally arites when they are called upon to lead an Holy 
Life, is whether the matter be really practicable. And to ob- 
viate fome Objections he premifes thefe two Principles. 1. That 
truc Holinefs is not practicable, without the help and affiftance 
of Divine Grace. 2. [hat true Holinefs is not practicable as to 
Degrees and Aicafures which are abfolutely perfect. This be- 
ing premifed, he lays down the following Propoiition, That by 
the Grace of God aflifting our Endeavours, and by the Mercies 
of God pardoning our Inirmities, a Life of true Holinefs is 
very poflible, to fuch a degree as God will accept and eternally 
reward. ‘This Propofition the Author proves by four Confi- 
derations. 1. Were true Holinefs impoffible, what would be- 
come of the Attributes of God which are the foundation of all 
Religion? And would it not be a moft unwife, nay and un- 
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jait thing for a Liwgiver to exact under the fevereft Penalty, 
th-i which he knows before hand can never be done? 2. Thole 
Vertues, in the habitual practice whereof, afier a fublime and 
diitinguiiing manner, true Holinefs does confilt, are fuch as 
are not only perfective of Human Nature, but very agreeable alfo 
to Human Re:fon, and therefore they mutt be practicable, be- 
caufe in the common fenfe of Mankind they are very fair. 
3. Tho the notion of Holinefs imports a feparation from Sin 3 
this is not to be underitocd of Sins of common human Infir- 
mity, meer weakncfs of Nature, indeliberate Offences, Subrepti- 
ons that are incident to all, even the beit Men, Faults that fteal 
upon Us unawares, and without our confent, and are ftartings of 
the Fancy, rather than acts of the Will; for from fuch Frail- 
ties it ts impoflible that we fhould live free, till we part with 
Flefh and Blood. But the Sins inconfiftent with a flate of Ho- 
linefs, and from which we are bound at our peril to purify 
our felves, are provoking Enormities, and heinous Offences. 
Thefe are of two forts, 1. Thofe the Scripture calls grievous 
and crying Sins, fuch as Murder, Adultery, Theft, Rapine, 
Malice, and the like, which are alfo calied the Works of the 
Flefh. 2. Such Sins as are leller for the kind and quality of 
them, but yet acted willully, knowingly, habitually, and upon 
deliberation and choice, which the Scripture calls finning with 
an high kand. Thefe Crimes are fuch as may be avoided by a 
fober and watchful Chritian. 4. Our Saviour having aflur’d 
us in pofitive and exprefs words, that his Yoke is ealie, and 
that God’s Commandments are not grievous, it is plain, that the 
practice of Chrilt’s Religion, and confequently a ftate of Ho- 
linefs is fo far from being impofible, that it is no very diffi- 
cult matter, nor a gricvous undertaking. The Author anfwers 
all the Objections that may be made againft this Doétrine, and 
concludes, that tho at the firft undertaking of Religion Na- 
ture be very aukward, efpecially if Wickednefs has been cu- 
ftomary and familiar to a Man, who cannot pafs from a vici- 
ous to an holy State without great difficulty, yet a Life of 
true Holinefs is not atall impoffible, to any that are aflifted with 
the common Grace of that Holy Spirit which belpeth our Infirmi- 
ties ; neither is it grievous unto thofe that make ufe of that 
help, and improve thofe afliftances by their diligent and affidu- 
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ous practice of Religion : For Practice dces increafe our Abi- 
ities, are by degrees wears off that uneafinefs, which is mot 
at the fit taking wp of the Burden. The Author clofes 
this Chapter by fome excellent Rules and Advices (0 encourage 
us to the practice of a Religious Life. 

The third Chapter treats of the meafures of Holinefs, that 
is to fay, what Proportions and Heights God requires of us un- 
der pain of his high difplealure: and for the clearing of this 
nice and important Matier, which fo nearly touches the Con- 
fcierce. our Author premifes, that God requires not fuch a 
{tate o! Bolincfs, as is without all manner of Sin, becaufe, as 
it ha: peen fhown before, we cannot arrive to fuch an high and 
perfect ate, as long as our Souls dwell in Ficlh and Blocd. 
There will be Errors, Slips, Failings, and Infirmities, tho we 
be never fo careful and circumfsedct, and therefore Sins of that 
nature are coniitent with a Itate of Holinefs; that is to fay, 
a Man may be a Holy Perfon, thohe be guilty of them. This 
being fuppof d, our Author affirms, that thefe five degrees .of 
HolinefS ar. ssdiiper. bly exacted. (1.) The firft and lowelt 
de ree is, That our Hearts and Lives be fpotlefs in compar:fon 
of other Mins. (2.) The ficond is,’ hat we totally abfain irom 
knowa ard wilful Sins, or tpeediiy repent if we chance to 
commit ore. (3.) The third is, hat the practice of Holinefs 
be the main and general buin.efs of our Lite. C4.) The fourth 
is, That we be univerfaliy Hvoiy. (5.) Tho isten is, That we 
continually perfevere, and improve {till inan Holy courfe. I 
muft be contented barely to meotion taef Bess for if I 
fhould enter into particulars, tuis would :oo mach fwell my 
Letter. 

In the fourth Chapter the Author treats of the indiip...f:ble 
neceflity of Holinefs, and fheweth, that the ftudy and pra sce of 
the fame is abfolusely necellary, as the means of haviee tie 
Promifes of God made good to us. The Con eats of then. 
{ays he, are not arbitrary Largefles, but moit eraciows allure. 
merits to an Holy Life, and Reward of it; things prepofed to 
affect our Delires,*to move and ftir up ovr Wills, to xci'e our 
Indulry, to invigorate our Spirits, to fweeien our Labours, to 
accelerate our progrefs in an holy Courfe, and fo to raife, 
ftrengthen, and impresnate our Hopes, becaufe holy Beginnings 
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and agreeable Proficiencies, are the firlt Conditions, on the 
performances whereof the Promiles of Ged are fulfilled, and 
no otherwife; fo thit to depend upon them without Holiaeds is 
invain, how confident foever a Man's expectation and thoughts 
may be. But tocometo fome particulars, the Author tells us, 
that there cre two States chicily, which all People who bave a 
fenfe of Religion, defire to attain to, viz. A ttate of Pardon 
in this World, and of Glory in the next; and in order t& 
both thefe, competent Degrees and Meafures of true Holinefs are 
abfolutely neccilary. By Pardon the Author means the Forgive- 
nefs of all Sins palit, or the removing the Punifhment they de- 
ferved ; and by aftate of Pardon is underftood fuch a continu- 
ation of that Forgivenefs, as that the pardoned Perfon comes 
to be beloved by the Redeemer of our Souls, and to be entituled 
to the tranfcendent Rewards of Heaven. This ftate of Pardon 
implies actual Holinefs of Life, and an uniform obedience to 
God’s Holy Commandments, by explicitly practifing all thofe 
Vertues, which iay folded up in the nature of Faith and Repen- 
tance. But left one fhould fufpe% ovr Learned Author to lay 
any undue ftrefs upon cur own Performances, he fheweth by 
five Confiderations, that our moft Holy Actions have nothing 
of meritorious dignity in them, in order to forgivenefs of Sins 3 
and in the next place, that tho a¢tual Holine{s of Life be ne- 
ceflary for the continuation of ones Pardon, ’tis only as a con- 
dition to diipofe and qualify a Man for it; not a Clanfe that 
procures it by direct efhciency and operation. The Author an- 
fwers fome Objections, and fheweth, how dangerous it is to 
rely upon a Death-bed Repentance; and that the inftance of 
the Thief on the Crofs fignifies nothing, or very little in this 
cafe, concluding that an Holy Life is the ordinary courfe for 
every Man’s Pardon, the ordinary means and condition of it, 
the ordinary way to ity and that to truft to Mercies extra- 
ordinary, is as If Men expected that God fhould every day 
do Miracles for them. Therefore, as we hope for Remif- 
fion and Acceptance at the hand of God, this muft be our 
Zreat care to work out our Salvation with fear and trembhing, 
while x is called to day.

The fifth Chapter treats of the Neceliity of HolincS in order 
toa State of Happincfs hereafter. Strange! that fucha Truth 
fhould new fiand in need cf Preofs Itis (:oc’s peremptory and 
unchargeable Purpofe, that without Holinefs no Man fhall {ee 
him; and did we contider it only as his revealed D-cree, it would 
be fuilicient to frighten us trom dep: naing upon any fecret One. 
This Confideration alfo ought to induce us to look to our own 
Ways, inftead of prying into God’s hidden Counfels, to find sur 
Names writen in the Book of Life. One ought but to read our 
Sav iour’s Sermon on the Mount, to know what forts of Men are 
to be bleffzd in Heaven: There he will fee that the Poor in Spirit, 
fuch as mourn, the Meck, thofe who hunger and thirft after Ri+h- 
teoufncfs, the Merciiul, the Pure in Heart, the Peacc-makers, and 
thote who fuifer patiently fo. Righteoufnels fake, are to inherit 
the King’om of Heaven: F om thence he may conclude, that 
thefe heavenly Vertues are :.ot «nly exacted as Daties fixed by 
God’s Authority and abfolut: vurpofe, but are moreover pre- 
{cribed as futable Preparatives tc an happy f:ture State, to ren- 
der us capable of, and righ:’» conditioned for eternal BlifS here- 
after. Itisthen highly ne’. y for us, now in the time of this 
mortal Life, tocleanfe ou: vives trom al! *'luainefs of Flefhh and 
Spirit, perfecting Holincis «sore and more. And becaufe this 
Point is of very great Confequence, the Author confiders a future 
State of Glory under atwofold Notior.: :. As a State of Per- 
fection, and, 2. Asa State of Pleaiure. To givea? + Idea of 
the State of Perfection, he enquires. arft, wherein tine » .: tection 
of a future State docs conlift , and, fecondly, what are tic direct 
Means of attaining unto ic. 

Our Author having confidered in the foregoing Chapter the 
Neccflity of Holincfs, in order to a future State, «s it fignifies 
Periection,fhcweth in this, vz.the 6th,how indifpenfably requifite 
it isin order toa future State of Pleafure: And to proceed di- 
finctly on this Point, he firft confiders the Notion of Pleafure in 
general 5 fecondly, he enquires into the Nature of that Pleafure 
which is at God’s Right-hand: and thirdly, he draws down this 
Meditation fo, that it may enforce the Praétice of true Holinefs in 
this Life, to capacitate cur Souls for the infinite Delights of ano- 
ther. He concludes this Chapter by two Advices: (1.) That 
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fince a future State of the fublimeft Pleafures is the thing we aim 
at, we muft prepare our Souls for that biefled State by the Pra- 
ctice of Holinefs in all the Parts and Branches of it. And, (2 ) 
he advifeth us to fet about this great and neceflary Work betimes : 
For, fays lic, were our Lives longer than they are naturally, it 
would be time little cnough to Icarn how to die well. 

Dr. Pelling having finifhed what he thought neceflary to fay on 
the former Part of his Difcourfe concerning the Nature, Pollibi- 
lity, Degrees, and Neceflity of Holinefs, procecds in the feventh 
Chapter to fhew us what Means are proper to be ufed to acquire 
and perfect Holinefs: for, as he obferveth it very well, it is to 
little purpofe to tell Men what their Duty is, unlefs they be in- 
{tructed alfo, how and which way they muft go about to perform 
it. The Directions he gives, are reduced under thefe feven fol- 
lowing Heads: (1.) To poflefs our Mind habitually with the true 
FearofGod. (2.) Tolivein the conftant Ute of God’s fanctify- 
ing Ordinances. (3.) In our Purpofes and Actions to take our 
Pattern by God’s Nature. (4.) Toact always upon a Principle 
of Confcience. (5.) To guard our felves carefully againft all Oc- 
cafionsof Sin. (6.) To proceed in an holy Courfe with Patience 
and Chriftian Fortitude. (7.) To have a conftant Eyc to the 
Recompence of Reward. That we may be holy in all Manner of 
Converfation, he advifes us firft of all, to poflefs our Mind habi- 
tually with the true Fear of God: For Fear being a Paffion of 
the Soul that powerfully moves us to avoid whatever we conceive 
grievous, hurtful, or unfafe, it muft necds have an extraordinary 
Influence, when the Evils we are afraid of, are apprehended to be 
ina juft and omnipotent Hand, that is where we ftand in Awe, 
of that fupreme Infinite Being, who will certainly render to every 
Man according to his Works. By the Fear of God which he re- 
commends, we muft not underftand a Dread or Horror that fills 
the Mind with Pain and Torment; for fuch a Fear muft needs 
proceed fron falfzand evil Notions of the Deity : and thofe who 
are poflefs'd with it, muft eithcr look upon God as a malevo'enr, 
crucl, and tyrannical Being, that delights in the Miferies of his 
Creatures,and acts according to his own Arbitrary Will and Pow- 
er: Or elfe, though they acknowledg him to be rightcous in all 
his Ways, they muft apprehend - to be anaultere, {trict and ee 
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gid Being, that is angry, and ready to punifh Men for every the 
leat Tranfzreflion : Whereas the Fear the Learned Doctor pte- 
{ ribcs us here, is a pious and good-natured Awe, a filial Dilpo- 
fiiton of Mind, and an Aficétion that is founded on a deep Senfe 
of the Lovecf God. fa hort, fuch a Fear as the Plalmift dee 
tor‘be; a Fear attended with Delight, Ble fed is the Man who 
tears the Lord, he bas great Delicht in his Comnianan.cnts,

Py~His is the third Part of the Learned Difcourfes of Mr. Ed- 
4 wards, concerning the Holy Scriptures, wherein he has at- 
tempted to difplay the matchlefs Worth and Perfection of thofe 
Divine Records. Such a Work as this would have been ac- 
ceptable at all times, but ic muft be confeiled, it could never 
come out more feafonably than at this juncture, when fo many 
Hands are labouring to undermine the Authority of thofe Di. ine 
Writings, or at leaft to invert their genuine fenfe, by | know 
not what Allegorical and Cabaliftical Interpretations of their 
own Brains. Some are diffatisfied with the account of the Cre- 
ation of the World given by 44ofes, and prefume to offer a bet- 
ter. Others fay, that the Stile of the Scriptures is too low to be 
the Work of the Holy Ghoft, by whofe Infpiration tis pretended 
they were written: In fhort, the moft modeft of the Wits of 
our Age profefs, that tho the Bible contains admirable Precepts, 
yet it is a Book fic for common Capacities, rather than for the 
Learned part of Mankind, who have other Books to meditate 
upon, more futable to the elevation of their Geniw, than the 
Works of thofe good Men who have been the Writers of the | 
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Scriptures. "Tis againft thefe erroneous Affertions, and many 
others, that our Author has publifhed his Book, and tells us firit 
of all, that the greateft Men of the World have profeifed a very 
different Opinion from thofe Gentlemen concerning the Holy 
Scriptures, fuch as Adarcilus Fecsnua, the Reftorer of the Plate- 
nick Philofophy ; Picws Adirandula, that prodigy of Learning, who 
was ufed to fay, that he had found in the Scripture, and no 
where elfe, the true Eloquence and Wifdom ; the Great Selden, 
the honour of our Briti(h Nation, who profefled to Archbifhop 
Ujher, a little before his Death, that notwithftanding he had 
pollefled himlf of a vaft Treafure of Books and Manufcripts 
in all antient Subjects, yet he could reft his Soul on none but the 
Scripture. The like hath been profefled by the Learned Judg 
Hale, and almoft all the great Men that have been in the Chri- 
{tian World, who, I think, are fufficient to counterballance the 
rafh Opinions and Judgments of fome few Witty, or rather Con- 
ceited Men of thefe latter Times. 

Our Author comes next to the Queftion it felf;. and that he 
may evince the excellency and perfection of the Holy Scriptures, 
and that they are to be preferred before all other Writings in the 
World, he undertakes to thew, (1) The matchlefs ufefulnefs of 
the Bible, in refpect of Spiritual, Divine, and Supernatural 
Matters. (2) Yo demonftrate its tranfcendent Excellency in 
regard of things Temporal and Secular, fuch as are Humane 
Learning, and for the ufe of Life. (3) To give a proof of 
this Excellency and Perfection, by a particular difplaying of the 
fevcral Books contained in this Holy Volume. (4) To thewthat 
its Perfection is not impaired by what is objected and alledged, 
1. Concerning tne lols of fome Books which had formerly been 
apart of the Old and New Teftament, 2. Concerning the 
ereat difference between the Hebrew of the Old Teltament, and 


the Greck Tranflation of the LXX 3 whercin he endeavours to 


difcover the true Grounds and Foundations of thofe Miftakes 
that are in that famous Verfion, and from whence arifes the dif- 
crepancy between that ard the original Verity. (3) He attempts 
an cmendation of our prefent Englifh Verfion, which in feveral 
places feems to him defective, in order to reftore the New Tefta- 
mert (for of this he intends chiefly to {peak) to its native Per- 
{ection and Luftre. (6) And Lalily, he invites and folicites the 
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Reader tothe ftudy of the Bible, and directs him in fo laudable 
and worthy an Employment. 

To prove demonftratively the tranfcendent Excellency of 
the Holy Writings, in refpect of the things which are Divine, 
and have an immediate relation to Religion, he fheweth, that 
they are the only Canon of our Faith, the exact Standard of our 
Lives, and that they mark out to us the way to folid Comfort, 
Peace, and Happinefs. In the clearing of thefe Points, the Au- 
thor is obliged to confute the idle Dreams, ground!efs Fables, 
and Errors uf the Yes, who do not only equalize their preten- 
ded Oral Law, Cabala, and Talmud, to the Scripture, but are fo. 
bold and prefumptuous as to give a far greater deference tothe 
Traditions and Doétrine of their Wife Men, than to the Oracles 
of God himfelf. He encounters alfothe Pap:/?s, who, as well 
as the Fews, difparage the Scriptures, and deny their Per- 
fection. : 

The Author comes in the next place, to the fecond general. 
Head of his Difcourfe, viz. Concerning the univerfal ufefulnefs 
of the Bible, as to things that are Temporal and Secular , and 
therein he fheweth, that the Bible is furnifh’d with all forts of 
Humane, as well as Divine Learning. Here we have an account 
of the original of the World, which no other Writings but thefe 
mention ; of the Primitive Language, of its firlt Inhabitants, of 
the firft rife of the feveral Nations and People of the Earth, and 
of the places of their Habitations. Here we find the true Know-- 
ledg of the Original and Civil Government, Courts of Judicature, 
feveral kinds of Punifhment, and an account of the Government 
among the Heathen Nations, and of the four celebrated Monarchies 
or Empiresofthe World.

The Scriptures afford us alfo the firit in- 
ftances of Anatomy, M CCICKSs Chirurgery, Embalming, and of 
Apc thecaries Emp loyme: its3 and the frit ‘example of Shipping 
and Navigation. Aftronomy, and Judi jary Altrology are alio 
mentioned in Script oo as eres as War and Military Weapons, 
and Martial £ Enfions a Scandards. Nor are the Holy Writings

vhich, but efpecially Lancing, are enquired into by our Author.

HE Author imploys the firft ten Chapters of his Book in 

giving an Account of the Hiftorians who have written the 
Hiftory of the Church fince its Birth tothe Reformation. The 
11th and 12th are about the chief Chronographers and Writers of 
the univerfal Hiitory, who have flourifhed in the lalt and prefenc 
Age. The 13th is taken up ina Diflertation concerning the Cen- 
turies Of Afagdeburg aud their Compilors, in which he makes a 
particular Mention of Marcus Wagneris, who travelled almolt all 
over Europe, and fearched all famous Librarics to gather Mate- 
rials fit for building fo noble and neceflary aWork. In the 
14th Chapcer the Author difcourfes of the famous Annals of Ba- 
ronsus, aid of fuch Authors who have written againft them, or in 
their Vindication. The 15th concerns the Authors of the Lu- 
theran Church, who have written the general Hiltory of the 
Church: the 16/4 gives an Account of the Reformed, the 177h 
of the Papifts, and the 18rh of the new Arians or Antitrinitari- 
ans, who have alfo written the Hiftory of the Church. 

Inthe 19th Chapter he comes to the Authors of the particular 
Hiftories ofthe Church,that 1s to fay,of fuch who have written the 
Eccilefiaftical Hiltory of certain Kingdonis, Reoublicks, Provinces,s 
or Cities. He mentions alfo the Writers of the Lives of Emperors, 
Kings, Popes, Cardinals, Bifhops and others, as alfo fuch as have 
oppofed or vindicated the Supremacy of the Pope. The lalt 
Chapters give an Account of the Authors who have written the 
univerfal Hiftory of Hercties. 

Our Author had detigned toadd another Volume by way of In- 
troduction intothe Hiftory of the Councils, and fome Notes on 
Bofianus’s Notsuia Scriptorum Eccleftafiicorum: but whiteit he was 
writing of the Authors of the Hiitories of particular Hercfies, 
he died, to the great lofs cf the Commonwealth of Learning. He

Controverfy about the Conception of the Virgin Afary under his 
Pontificate. He gives alfoan Account of the Anfwer of the Re- 
monftrants to the Anatomy of Arnunianifm written by Peter Diz 
Moulin, of the Return and Death of AL, Antonius de Dominis, ancl 
of a Book of Antoninus Santarellus concerning the Pope, which: 
was very injurious tothe Dignity of Princes, and what the Sor- 
bon did decree thereupon. The Political Hiftory makes the bef 
Part of this Book, but having fo much connexion with fome other 
Books that { have formerly mentioned, I fhall here putan end to 
my Account.

lation one with the other, I fhall make no fcrup’e to mention thofe 

Books as I have perufed them without any refpect to their natural 
Order. . 
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This Volume contains five Treatifes, whereof the firft is a 


Defcription of the Terreftrial Paradife by 7. Hopkunfin, which. 
properly is noching elfe than the Explaratron oy tome Veries of 
the fecond Chapter of Genefis. ie overts:o.s the Opinions of 
Phil, Rabanus Maurus, Tc’ons and other-» who have thought 
that the Terreftital Paradiie was not upon our Earth, but higher 
near the Globe of the Meva, Our Author places it in the Coun- 


try of Eden inthe upper Chuldea, and givesa Defiription of the 
four Rivers, or rather Arms of Rivers, which watered that de- 
licicus Country. 

Convingius isthe Avthor of the fecond, third and fourth Trea- 
tifes. which concern the Coin of the Jews, the Form of their 
Common-wealth, and the beginning oi the Sabbath Year. To 
the fir ft he has premifed a Pretace, in which he has removed two 
Objections that might have been made againft him. 1. That it 
is a Ralhnefs to undertake to write of the Affairs of the Jews 
without bing throughly acquainted with their Tongues and 
2, that he forfukes the Dodtrine of the Talmud. To this our 
Author anfwers, that it is not abfolutely necellary to have a per- 
fect Knowledg of the Hebrew in the Matters he is to difcourfe of, 
f-cing moft of them were never written In that Language , and 
thele he has abitracted out of Philo and Fefeph, and as for the 
others he has made ufe of the belt Tranflations. 2. That his for- 
faking the Do@rine of the Talmud can be no Objection again 
him, fince the Traditions contain’d in it are not to be received, 
unlef the Jews can prove before-hand that the Compilers of the 
fame knew the Truth of them, and that they were fincere, 
which he believes they will never be abletodo. The AG/chna, 
which according to the Jews themfelves is but of the fecond Cen- 
tury, fpeaks of many things tranficted before the Babylonian Cap- 
tivity, and of feme others which happened before Mofes was 
born; and how can they be fure znd perfwade others, that the 
Truth of thofe things had been preferved unaltered and whole 
for fo long a time, only by Tradition 2? The Gemwara is ftill of a 
trefher Date, and is fo full of Contradidtions, that. it deferveth 
no Credit at all. 

The Author begins his firft Treatife withan Acccunt of the 
Occafion of the fame, and tells us that inthe Year 1661. Dr Hote 


singer Ot Heidelbergh his intimate Fricnd, being about the fecond 
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Edition of his Book De Cipis & Nummis Ebracrum, defired him 
ro look into the Libraries and Cabinets of fome curious Antiqua- 
ries for fome Coins which he warted. Our Author fent him fix 
of them, and acquainted hiv wich his Opinion thereupon. They 
continued to write one to the other till the Year 1667. when Hor-. 
ringer died in the 47th Year of his Age. The Letters that palled 
between them were pili:t-d fince his Death, but being now very 
fcarce, as well as the Book it felf, the Learned Cowringias has 
thought fit to publith them in this Treatife, with a far- 
ther Explanation of the particular Opinions or Paradoxes there- 
in contained. 

The firit isythat the Jews had no Coin called Shekel, but that of 
Silver, and there are {till to be feen feveral Pieces of Silver four 
Drams weight with this Infcription, Shekel I/rael) which Name 
could not be given to any other Coin either Gold or Copper, tho 
one would fuppofe themto be of the fame weight. ‘Tis for that 
reafon that Fofephus calls no other Coin Shekel, but thofe Pieces of 
Silver weighing four Drams. There are at this Day feveral 
Pieccs of Copper which were a current Coin among the Jews, 
that have not the fame Infcription, tho they are of the fame 
welght. 

The fecond Paradox Is, that no genuine Jewifh Coin has the Fi- 
gure or Image of a Man ftamped uponit. The Antic..t Ifraelites. 
had fuch an averfion to Pictures, as thinking they were prohi- 
bited by the Law, that they would not fuffer amongit them any: 
Painters, Carvers, or Engravers, if we may belicve Origen 1 his 
fourth Book againft Celfas. That Averfion increafed much when 
they were fubdued by the Greeks, who gave to their Gods an 
humane Shape, in which they were followed by the Romans. 
whereas the Perfians, Chaldeans and Syrians thought their Gods 
had no fuch Shapes. And as to their abhorring of Pictures of 
Bealls, “tis highly probable ic came from the Impiety of the E- 
£yptians who worlhipped them , and this is likely tobe the rcafon: 
why the Pharifees did condemn Salomon for having made ule of 
Lions to fupport his Throne, and of Oxen to bear the Afslten Sea. 
Our Author tells us more particularly, that the Coin wherein our 
Saviour is reprefented mutt be falte, feeing the Jews hated him 
too much to put his Figure on the fime , that the Coin whereon 
Afofes is reprefented is. alfo falfe, fceing he is drawn with a 
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nur of Horns, which owe their Birth ovly te theignorant Tran- 


fiators of the Bible. Thit which has the Fizure of Salomon is no 
rruer than the former, S.lomeu is there reprelented with aCrown 


h Ras, and the Coin is of Silver with Samaritan Cha- 


ors, and all thofe things were not then of ule among the 


Che third Paradox is, that no Jewifh Coin with Aflyrian Cha- 
rotors i trae, which cur Author fheweth by proving that fince 


Abrobans time tothe ruine of the Nation, the Hebrew or Sama- 
titan Charaéters, and not the Allyrian, have been made ufe of in 
Civil Afvirs: from whence it follows, that the Coin which has 
Allyrian Characters was never coined by publick Authority, tho 
Lis pollible fome private Men after the Ruin of the Jewith Nation 
had fome Medals coined with the fame. 

The fourth Paradox is that there is no certain Argument to 
prove that the Coin which has Hebrew or Samaritan Characters, 
was coined before the Captivity. Thofe who hold a contrary 
Opinion own that the Hcbrew Characters were commonly ufed be- 
fore the Captivity, but pretend that fince Ezra’s time they were 
only made ufe of by the Samaritan. This is denied by our Learned 
Author, and Hoitinger and Kircher it feems ought not to deny 
itr, fecing they own that the old Hebrew Characters were engras 
ven on the current Money which Simon caufed to be coined. 

in the fifth Paradox Covrimgivs maintains that the Jewith Coin 
which has Samaritan Characters, was coined under the Macca- 
bees, or in Herod's time, fince the Permiflion that was given them 
by Densetrius Nicanor, “Tis true that the Proof he brings in is 
not altogether convincing, asit will appear by the following Ar- 
guments, which is the Subftance of the whole. Thofe Pieces, 
fays he, were coined when Jerufalem was the Seat of the Jewith 
Religion, therefore it wasinthe Reign of David or Salomon, and 
before the Captivity, or fince the Captivity under the Govern- 
ment of the Maccabees. That they were not coined under thofe 
Kings, and before the Captivity, appears, becaufe they are 
{til fair and whole, which would not be fo, were they of fuch 
an antient Date, and therefore they were coined under the Mac- 
cabces. 

The Jatt Parades is, that the Jews had but one fort of Shekel, 
and that the Shekel of the Sanvary was of the fame weight as

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the common. From the feventeenth Chapter of Leviticus one 
ees ic feems, infer that the Weight of the Sanctuary was made 

eof to weigh all Commodities 3 and it was calied the Wei ht 
af the Sanctuary only becaufe it was kept in the Temple, as were 
formerly among the Heathens and Chriltians fuch Weights as 
were to ferve as Standard to others. 

Our Author clofes this firit Treatifeby fome Releions on a lit- 
tle Book written by a Modern Jew, and publifhed by Hettinger Con- 
cerning the Sepulchres of the Raveas of the Jee ih ution That 
Work appears fufpicious to our Author, who thinks the fame was 
fuppofed by that miferable Nation, which are fo blind as to ex- 
pect their Deliverance from the Prayers they make on the Grave 
of the Prophets witch their Fathers put to Death. 

In the third Treatiie of thisColletion Conringius gives an Ac- 
count of the various Forms of Government the Jews have been 
under. When they came out of Egypt they were a Republick, 
and God was pleafed totake them under his fpecial Protection, 
to givethem Laws and Magiltrates, and help them in their Wars. 
This muft not be und ler{tood only of the Laws contained in the 
two Tables, for he gave them alfo feveral others to direct their 
Manners, and prefcrib’d the Ceremonies of his Wotthip, the Ob- 
fervation of which he commanded under fevcre seinen God 
prohibited alfo to make any Alterations in thofe Laws, relerving 
to himfelf the Power to difpenfe of the fame, and to grant Pii- 
vileges, fuch as was that of the Tribe of Levi which was tree 
from al! military Duties. 

For better Obfervation of thofe Laws he inftituted Magiftratcs 
and becaufe his Aid was ftill more neccflary to them in time of 
\War than of Peace,God tock care to prefcribe thom when and how 
they were to fight: 3 and fo long as they follow d his Directions,

‘ Mofes commanded them alfo that when they fhould bein Poflef- 
fion of the Land which God had promifed them, to choofe Judges 
and Officers to judg the Peopie with juft Judgment in all the Gates 
of thir Towns, and ia all Tribes. And laftly, when his Death 

a came nigh, he appointed for his Succeflor Fefhaa, whom God 

HBL. had chofen, and the People promifed to obey. Our Author 

ei a makes feveral Remarks on the Inftitution of thofe Tribunals. 

| 1. He obferves that the Judges appointed by this Inftitution were 
not to judg of all Matters ingeneral. 2. That tho the People 
was bound to obey them, yet for all that ic was not declared that 
they fhould be iniallible. 3. That the Power of judging did not 
belong to the great Pontif alone, but alfo to feveral other 

Perfons. 

This Tribunal was different from that of the feventy Men gi- 
ven to Afofes to help him to bear the Burden of the People; this 
was already ellablifhed, whereas the other was not to be fo, till 
the People was in Poflleflion of the promifed Land; and befides, 
rhofe feventy Men were taken out of all the Tribes, whereas the 
Judges of the Gates were chofen only out of that of Levi. By 
the fame reafon it appears that this Tribunal is not to be con- 
founded with the Ovi td C40N5 or great Council, which according to 
our Author, was cieated only inthe time of the Maccabees, and 
was made up of Pricfisand Afiiflors, who were not of the Fami- 
ly of Lew. Betidesthefe Councils, there is another mentioned in 
the 19th Chapter of the fecond Book of the Chronicles, inilituted 
by Febofhaphar. which feems fomewhat likethe Tribunal of the 
Judges of the Gates and the Sanhedrin.

Peace. this Government is called a Theocracy by Yoferhus iryert its 
fecond Book againft Appio. It feems however that the | itd car- 
had 2 icfs Power than Avofes and Fofkaa had, and it does notap- — 
pes: (bet any of the Judges has made any Law, or declared the 
War without a particular Order from God.. Gideen himfelf re- 
fufed the fupream Authority, which was offered him by the Peo- 
ple ; and when they demanded a King, Samuel foretold then the 
injuftices, Tyrannies and Oppreflions they fhould be expofed to 
under the Government of Kings. 

Our Author next enquires what was the Power of thofe 
Kings, and having examined the five forts of Power mentioned 
by -Arsffotle in the 34 Book of his Politicks, he concludes that the 
Power of the Jewifh Kings was abfolute and defpotical ; and thoby. 
virtue of that Power they were not above the Law of God, and 
the Law of Nature, yet they were above the Law of Nations, fo 
that when-ever they violated thofe Laws, they were accounta- 
ble only to.God, and not to their Subjects. When hab took 
Naboth’s Vineyard, he violated the Law by which the J/fraelites 
were forbidden to fell their Fathers Inheritance; but for this his 
Subjects had no Rightto punifh him. So when David took Uri. 
ab’s Wife, he commited a Crime, of whichhe repented, and in 
his Confeffion faid, Againft thee, thee only have I finned, becaufe 
he knew that Men had not the Power to condemn aad punifh 
him. When the ten Tribes fhook off the Yoke of Reboboam, 
and rebelled againft him, they committed a horrid Act; and if 
God approved their Separation, ic was only .o punifh the Im- 
piety of Salomon, who had worfhipped Foreign Gods. From 
all this our Author concludes that the Power of the Jewifh Kings 
was Arbitrary, and that they made Laws, created Offcers, 
and declared Wars when-ever-they pleafed, without the Con- 
fent of their Subjects. The Talmudiits pretend that as thofe 
Kings could not be judged by their Subjects, they had alfo 
no Power to judg them: but our Author denies that Infe- 
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wince, and fheweth by feveral Examples, that the Kings of 
of ab and J/racl have judged on many Occalions. guna 

i Having thus allerted the defpotical Power of the Jewihh Kings 
tmav thar Subjes, he cxamines how they were called to th: 
brerone, and tells us that belides the sight of Succellion or Eleéii- 
fon, af immediate Approbation ot God was requ.red to place 
comrmthereon, which appeared in the Coronation of David, ard 
Lethe Choice he made cf Solomon to build his Temple. If what 
we read in the Talmud concerning the Power of the Sanhedrin 
were true, it would be fuflicient to overthrow our Author’s Ar- 
eumcnt, and therciore he ewploys the reft of his Treatife in con- 
{uting the fame. | 

The fourth Yreatife of this Fa/esculusis alfo of Conringins, and 
thercin he endeavours to find ouc when the Year of the Sabbath 
of the Land begun, and about what time of the Year the Jews 

nade their Harvelt. The beginning of the Year of the reft of the 
Land, is thus exprefled in Leviticus, chap.25. When you come 
into the Land which I give you, then {hall the Land keep a Sabbath un- 
to the Lord; fix Years thou [halt fow thy Field, and fix Years thon 
foalt prune thy Vineyard, and gather in the Fruit thereof, but in the 
feventh Year fhall be a Sabbath of Reft unto the Land. Now the Que- 
{tion is toknow whether the firit Year that the Ifraelites entred 
the promifed Land was the S.bbath of the Land, or elfe if it was 
the feventh Year after ? It fcems however very eafy to judg that 
it was the feventh Year after; for ail the Frvits which had been 
town by the former Inhabizants of that Country, were deftroyed 
by the Jews upon their entring into the fame. 

To know when the Year of the Reft of the Land did begin, our 
Author diftinguifhes two Years, one which hecalls Civil, and the 
other Ee’y. The firft begun inthe Month of Ti/rz, which comes 
to our Seprember , and the fecond in the Month of Nifan, which is 
our Afarch, and the mott probable Opinion is that the Year of the 
Reft of the Land begun in the Month Tifri. This is agreeable. 
to the Traditions of the Rabbins, as we may learn it from the. 
12 Chapter of Buxtorf’s Synagoga Fudaica. This Tradition may 
have been preferved whole, feeing it has been conftantly obferved 
by the Tews fince their return from. their Captivity, to the time 
they were fubdued by the Romans: to which we may add, that 
if the Ycar of the Sabbath of the Land had becun in the Month 
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of Nifan, it would have been inpoffible to gather in the Fr: of 
fowed inthe fixth Year, becanfe the time of the Harveit wctery 
have fallen in the feventh, in which the Land was toreft. T!rt 
leads our Author to the fecond Queftion, wiz. in what time ; 
Jews made their Harvelt: and firft cf all he tells us that BuxPh a8l- 
Grotins and Ataldonatus have miftaken themfelves on that Poin! 3 
They have believed that the Harvcft begun about Whitfuntide s€tt Its 
this does not agree with the yth verf. of the 16th chap. of Deutéd car- 
nomy, which commands the Ifraclites to number the feven Weeks — 
from [uch time as they begin to put the Sicle tothe Corn: from whence it 
follows that in Paleffina they begun about the Paffover to gather in 
their Corn. Fofephus tells us in the tenth Chapter of his 34 Book, 
that the Jewsbegun inthe Month of Nifan, onthe fecond Day of 
unleavened Bread, to eat of their new Corn, and that afterwards 

it was lawful for ali the People to make their Harveft. 

If the Harveft begun in the Month of Ws/an, it is very poffible 
that the Seed-time was in the Month of 7%/ri, in which begun the 
Year of the Reft, and fo it followcth that in the fixth Year the 
Corn was fown in 7i/rz, and gathered in Nifav, and that the Ob- 
fervation of the Sabbath made no Prejudice to the Harvelt of that 
Year. 

The laft Treatife of this Collection contains an Explanation of 
the Talent and Shekel of the Jews made by a Pole, called Gofeprius, 
To make the thing more plain, and Jet us know the difference be- 
tween their Coin and the Greek and the Roman, he has abridged 
the famous Book of Budeus de Affe, a very neceflary Work for all 
fuch who have not time enough to read over that dark, tho learn- 
ed and voluminous Book. He explains the Value of the Shekel 
and Talent, the difference of the Talents which were current in 
Trade, and the Divifion of thofe Talents into feveral Parts. 
He then treats of the Golden Shekel and Talent, and tells us their 
proportionable Value to the Silver Coin, which was about the 
tenth Part. Laftly, he givesan;Account of the Meafures of the 
Jews; and to make thething plainer, he has printcd a Letter of

if T Volume, is an Explanation of the Opinions of the Fews and 
) Greeks, concerning the State of the Souls in another World, and 
the Torments which the Wicked are expofed to. Dr.Windet is 
Author of the fames and thefe Words of St. Peter, That God bas 
caft down to Hell the Angels that finned, and delivered them into 
Chains of Darkuefs, have given occafion to this Inquiry. 

The Word Yartarus imployed inthe Latin Verfion to tranflate 
this Pailage, is no where to be found in the Old and New Tefta- 
ment, but is cften made ufeof in prophane Authors. The He- 
brems had the Word Seol, and feveral others, to exprefs that Place, 
of which they gave large Defcriptions, and reprefented itasa 
Houfe with Gates and Keys, and therefore the Scriptures {peak 
of the Gates of Death, and Keys of Hell. Thefe Expreflions 
oblige our Author to make a Digreflion concerning a Paflage in 
Diogenes Laertius, who tells us that the Reafon why Pythagoras 
would cat no Beans, was becaufe they are like the Gates of Hell, 
aad that they have no Knots. The Averfion hehad to them was 
fuch, that being followed by his Enemies, he chofe to be taken 
rather than to make his efcape through aBean-Field. His Difci- 
pies had the like Abhorreace of Beans, but they would never give 
any Reafon of the fame; and if we may believe Suidas, they 
would have loft their Lives rather than difcover it, becaufe it 


contain’d the Sccret of their Sect, which our Author endeavours 
now to lay open. The

Souls ought to have for the fame, Pythagoras made ule of a Bea. 
which is like the Gates of Hell, or the Fallof the Sou! on th. 
Earth: for as the Bean-Stalk has no Knots which interrupt it: 
Channel, fothe Gates of Hell are always open, and ready to re 
ceive without any Oppofition the Souls which fall from Heaven. 
So that we fee that Pythagoras in prohiditing his Difciples to eat- 
Beans, had no other Defign than to put them always in mind, 
that their Souls ought to have no Commerce with their Senfes, 
and thatthey muft always ftrive to free themfelves from their Fet- 
ters, in order to fly away into Heaven, which is their native 
Country. : bi 

Our Author return§ to the Subject- matter of his Difcourfe, and 
tells us that the Hebrews believed that there were two Places de- 
figned for the Souls after this Life, whereof they called one Para 
dife, and the other Hell, which they fubdivided into feveral Apart- 
ments. They taught that the Souls of juft and innocent Men went 
directly inte Paradife; that thofe of the Wicked went into the 
lower Part cf Hell; and that the Souls of fach Men who have not 
been altogether vertuous, nor altogether wicked, were confined 
for twelve Months into the upper Part of Hell to be there purified. 
It was perhaps for the Souls of this laft Degree that Fudas Maccae 
bens ordered Prayers to be made. Ovigen has taught fome Do- 
ctrines very much like this, and ?tisvery probable he had them 
fromthe Rabbins. Philo the Jew had a very diflerent Opinion

To fix the true Duration of thofe Monarchies, Yorftius tells us 
that there is no better way than to fuppofe that every one of 
thofe Monarchies has been at anend when it has been fubdued 
by a King of another Nation. The firft, wz. the Babylonian 
and Chaldean, of which Nebuchadiezzar was then in polleffion, 
continued under him and his Succeffors, whereof the Names are 
to be found in the Fragment of Berofus, inferted in the firft Book 
of Fofephus again{t .4ppio, and ended withthe laft of thofe Kings 
called Nabonnedia, who had the Misfortune to be conquered by 
Cyrus, 

The Perfian Monarchy, which begun with Cyrus, ended with 
Darius, whom Alexander the Great overcame 5 and the Empire of 
the Grecks that was thereby founded by Alexander, lafted but fix 
Years: for the Captains who fought under his Banner, divided 
his Succeflion, and made feveral Kingdoms, which cannot be join- 
ed to make up that fourth Monarchy foretold by Daniel, which 
wasthe molt frightful of all. That fourth Monarchy then.muft be 
the Acvan, which notwithftanding the many Revolutions it has 
uncergore, ftill continues to this Day, and according to our Pro- 
phet, muf end oly withthe World.

A Diflertation upon the Sanhedrin of the Jews is the Subj-c- 
matter of the fifth Treatife of this Volume. The Jews gave that 
Name to their Counci!, and acording to the Rabbins, to thrce of 
their Councils. The firit was called the Great, and was made up 
of 71 Judges. They mct in the Conclave call.d the Conclave of the 
Free-ftone, and the moit important Affairs were brought before 
them, fuch as thofe that concerned one of the Tribes, a falfe Pro. 
phet, or the Imperfections which excluded from the Office of 
Priefthood. lt was not lawful to increafe a Town in Build} 
ings, or tobegin a War without the Authority of that Tribunal. 

The fecond Sanbearin was called the Infericr, and was made up 
of 23 Judges. Their Bufinefs was to judg of Capital Crimes. The 
Jews hac iuch Tribunals as this not only in Yer#falem, but alfoin 
moft par: of their confiderable Towns. 

The third and laft Sanhedrin was made up of three Judzes, and 
they judged of Matters Pecuniarie, pertaining to Money. 

Some Icarned Men have thought that what Jefus Chrift fiya, 
Matth: 25. concerning the Degrees of Pusiihments, relates to the 
faperior and inferior Sanbedrin; but certainly it is fpoken of the 
Great in funcry Places of the New Tcitament, as in Matth.26, 
Luk.

Says Virgil, and Ovidcalls the Inhabitants of that Country Zér:- 
fleci. The fame Pliny, Lib. VI. Cap. 28. tellsus that Elias Gallus 
who travelled over thatCountry, reported, Sabaos ditiffimes cffe Sil- 
varum fertilitate odorifera, auri Metallis, 

This being thus proved, it remains to fhew how this can agree 
with St. Matthew, whotells us that the A4azgz came from the Eaft, 
whereas it is plain that Arabia lies to the South of Ferufalem. 
To this our Author anfwers that only Part of Arabia lies directly 
to the South of Ferufalem, but that Arabia Felix, from whence 4 
came the Mags, is more Eaftward, and lies properly to the South- \

10. by the Learned Wagenfeilins, 
Le 8 Nae is already famous in the Commonwealth of Learn- 
,. He agrees inthe main with the Explanation of Vorftins men- 
cuin the Fafciculus quartus , but belides, it contains fo many 
iearned Remarks on the Hiftory of the Jews, fince their coming 
out of Exypt to the Captivity, and fince their Deliverance to the 


time of Archclaus's being banifh’d to Vienna, and Fudea reduced 


into a Province, which is the time of the Birth of our Saviour, 
that it very wel! deferveth the time you will fpend to perufe 
It. 
The famous Bartholin Profeflor of Phyfick in the Univerfity 
of Copenbaguen, is the Author of the two following Treatifes. 
The firft isa Commentary on the Hiftory of the Cure of the Pa- 
raliticks Wiought by our Saviour. Our Author obferves that 
three were cured, cnc who had an Infirmity of 38 Years ftanding, 
and had waited a long time for the moving of the Water of the 
Pool of Pethcfdz, but in vain, for he had no Body to put him in 
ataconvinient time. 

That Pool had five Porches, and therein lay a great Multi- 
tude of impotent Folks, of blind, halt and withered, waiting 
for the moving of the Water; and the firft who could ftep inafter 
the trovb'ing of the Water, was made whole of whatfoever Dif- 
eafe he had. 

This is doubth {S very furprizing, and it is very well worth one’s 
while to enquire into the Caufes of thofe wonderful Cures. Mot 
Divines afcribe them to the infinite Power of God. but our Learn- 


ed Phyfidian thinks that the Virtue of that Pool was but an or- 


dinary ehect of Nature, like unto that of other feveral Waters. 
He obferveth that there was in Palefline a River which for fix 
Days did continually flow, and became dry onthe feventh. Ja 7a- 
dea, {ays fliny, 1. 31. ¢.2. rivus Sabbathis omnibus ficcatur, There 
is in Sicily a Fountain which flows only during the time of Prayers, 
and aftcrwards is dry. Several other medicinal Waters {well ia 
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Summer-time and fall in Winter: which fheweth that if the Pool 
of Bethefda increafed towards the Feaft of the Paflover or Whit- 
funtide, this was not fo extraordinary, feeing feveral other Wa- 
ters did the like. 

As the Pool increafed, the Water became muddy, being agi- 
tated by the Netre and Sulphur within, and the Wind without 3 
and then the Mud which lay at the bottom could not exert its 
Virtue,but being by that agitation mixed with the Water,and car- 
ried to the Superficies of the fame, was enabled to cure feve- 
ral Diftempers. 

Divines do here make a very {trong Objection to fhew that this 
was more wonderful, and that the Pool was ncither moved by the 
Winds, nor by the Nitre or Su/phur. They call to witnefs St. 
John, who tells us pofitively that an Angel went down at a certain 
Seafon into the Pool, and troubled the Water ; and belides, if the 
Virtue of that Pool was but natural, then all chofe fick Folks who 
went in had been certainly cured, whereas there was none but the 
very firft. 

To this prefling Objection Dr. Bartholin anfwers, that all Crea- 
tures whatfoever, which are employed for the Execution of the 
Almighty’s Orders, are called Angels in the Scripture, as the Pfal- 
mift in many Places calls the Wind, Hail, Fire, ¢*c. and that 
the Motion of the Pool is imputed in that Senfetoan Angel. As 
to the fecond Part of the Objection, he tells us, that if that Water 
did not cure ail Perfons that went ir, but only the firft, it was be- 
caufe it had not the fame Virtue but during its motion which lalted 
but an Inftant. | 

The fecond Perfon fick of the Palfie, whom Jefus Chrift cured, 
is mentioned by St. A¢athew ch. 8. and St. Luke ch. 7. but here 
arifes a Difficulty, for the firft fays that he was a Centurion’s Son, 
whereas St. Luke calls him his Servant. ‘Thus our Author ren- 
ders wuis uled by St. Atatibew, and Shos employed by Luke. 
To reconcile this Dr. Barthelin thinks that the concern the Cen- 
turion fhewed for the tick Man, is fufficicnt to make us believe that 
he was really his Son; and if St. Luke calls him his Servant, tis 
becaufe in Patria adhuc crat poteftate non dominica. 

St. AZatthew in the next Chapter tells us of another Man cured 
by our Saviour, mentioned alfo in St. Mark, ch, 2. and in St. Luke 
ch. 5. And they come tohim (Lays St. Mark ) bringing one fickof lie 
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Palfie, which was born of fours and when they could not come nigh une 
to him for prefs, they uncovered the Roof where he was, and when the 
had broken it up, they let down the Bed wherein the fick of the Pale 
lay. This Circumftance gives Occafion to two Digzreflions. 
The firft concerning the Koof of the Houfes, whereof fome 
were raifed in height much like ours, and the others were flat, 
even the Palaces of Princes were fo, and onthe Top of the fame 
they made magnificent Gardens. It wasin fuch Gardens that 
David was walking when he fell in Love with Urtak’'s 
Wie. | 

The fecond Digreflion concerns this Queftion, 42 illegitima 
media quarenda & ufurpanda {pe recuperande Sanitatis? By thofe un- 
lawful Means, our Author underftands fuch Remedies as come 
from the Devil, and fuch as are given without any rational Me- 
thod. This firft are divided into two forts, wiz. Remedie: that 
are taught by Diabols expreffo inftinftu, and others by smplicito. 
There is hardly any Chriftian but has an extream Averfion 
for the firft, the Punifhment of Abaziah King of Samaria is enough 
to deter any Man from fuch Practices 5 but many honeft and well 
meaning Men think that without any Offence to Gud they may 
make ufe of Figures, Characters, unknown Words and the like, 

to recover their Health: fugste binc mertales, fays our Author, 
fe fapitis, latet Anguis in berba. As to Remedies given by Quacks 
without any rational Method, Bartholin fays it is almoft as infa- 
mous to make ufe of them. Such People are dangerous to hu- 
inane Society, and therefore he commends the French King and 
the Republick of Venice, who have in their Dominions fupprefled 
thofe Murderers. But if a Man is given over by a Phyfician, he 
may it fecms take Remedies from a Quack; no fays our Author, 
Prafiat cum Methodo mori quam fiaeillavivere. Strange Aphorifm 
indeed ! but haply few Men are of that Opinion, when they 
1ee Death at afmall diftance. St. Luke in the 9th Chapter of the 

cts makes mention of another Man fick of the Paltic called Eneas, 
whom St. Peter cured at Lydda. 

The next Treatife De Aforbis Biblicis, is ofthe fame Author,and 
therein he gives an account of moft Diftempers mentioned in the 
Bible. He treats of the deep Sleep God caufed to fall on Adam,when 
he took one of his Ribs to make our firft Mother; of the Halting =: 
of Facob when he fought with the Angel; of the Statue of Salt into 
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which Lot?s Wi Spee . ‘aul aa id of Mofes, and 
of hisfhining Face; e “7% “™) euing Of Serpents, and 


of the Remedy uled in that Cafe, of the Diltempers of ¥cb, of 
the Leper of the Jews 5 of the Remedy ufed by David to preferve 
his natural Heat in his old Age 5 of the Cure of Hezeksab with a 
Lump of Figs; of the Gout of King A/a; of the Difeafe of Fe- 
horam, which 1s called a Difeafe cf the Bowels ; of the Melancholy 
of Nebuchadnezzar ; of the Fifh in which jonas was buried, and of 
the Blindnefs of Toby. He has made alfo feverai Obfervations on 
the Delivery of the Virgin, onthe Man who was born blind, on 
the Woman who was curcd of a Difeafe of 14 Years ftanding ; 
on the Cure of the Poflefled with the Devil mentioned in the Go- 
fpel; on the Diftemper of Lazarus, Fudas and Herod, onthe 
Thorn St. Paul had in the Flefh, and the Meflenger of Satan to 
buffer him; on the Infirmity of Zemothy which was to be cured 
with Wine; on the Artifice ufed by fome Jews to appear uncir- 
cumcifed; and laitly, on the Diftempers which were cured of 
old with an Unction of Oil. 

Our Author has handled thefe Subjects with a great deal of 
Learning and Perfpicuity. He complains of the Ignorance of the 
Latin Tranflator, who has taken for Horns the Rays which ap- 
peared on the Face of Ad4ofes when he came down from the Moun- 
tain; and this gives occalion to a curious Digreflion on fome Me- 
dals whereon Alexander is reprefented with a pair of Horns. 

Ihave not time enough to tell you our Author’s Opinion on all 
thofe Diftempers, I fhall oniy mention thefe two. He thinks that 
the Diltemper of Nebuchadnezzar was nothing elfe, but a black 
and deep Melancholy, durisg which heforgot his Condition, and 
neglected the Care of his Perfon, without lofing his humane Fi- 
gure; and that the Difeafe of which Fudas died, was a Dropfy 
which became mortal by accident, for being faln headlong, as 
St. Peter tells us, he burft afunder in the midft, and all his Bowels 


gufhed out. 
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
